DRAIN OKEECHOBEE 
LAND FOR CANE CROP 


New Development Under 
Way For Sugar 
Production 


Ditching and diking of 320 acres 
of its 6,500-acre tract north of 
Okeechobee, has been completed 
by the Okeechobee Syndicate in 
Preparation for carrying on a su- 
gar development, the Okeechobee 
News reports in its issue of July 
13. A 20-inch pump has been in- 
stalled to accelerate drainage. 

The syndicate is headed by Har- 
old J. Bryant of Northampton 
England, developer of the Palm 
Beach Farms tract now included 
in Lake Worth drainage district 
and development work in Okeecho- 
bee county is under su 
Mr. Bryant's son, A. P. Br, 
Lake Worth. 

Fifty acres of the drained area| 
will be planted to sugar cane this| 
year and the plantings will be| 
gradually increased as seed cane is 
available until the entire 320 acres 
is under cultivation, according to| 
esent plans. 
The tract of land north of Okee- | 
chobee was acquired by Mr. Bry- 
ant and associates about two years 
ago since which time ten acres 
have been planted to different va-| 
Fietics of sugar cane for experi-| 
mental purposes. The Okeechobee | 
News report of the development 
continues: 
“Such results were obtained that | 
it has been decided to continue the | 
development. Establishment of aj 
syrup mill is planned to take care; 
Of the cane for the next few years 
with a sugar mill as the ultimate! 
object 
“The land on the Bryant tract 
has proved highly adaptable to 
cane culture. It has a black, loamy 
topsoil underlaid with clay and] 
marl, which gives the cane grown 
on it an unusually high sugar con- | 
tent. Cane produced on the experi- | 
mental ten acres tested an aver-| 
age of 245 pounds of sugar to the 
ton and some varieties made as | 
much as 286 pounds.to the ton, an!
